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Lent is a 
time for 
conversion 
to Christ

ALCALA PARK — The season of 
Lent calls Catholics to enter more 
deeply into the paschal mystery — 
Jesus’ life, death and resurrection — 
through prayer, penance and 
almsgiving. 

Beginning on Ash Wednesay, Feb. 
17, Lent continues until March 30. It 
is followed by the Easter Triduum — 

_ the time from Holy Thursday to Easter 
- Sunday when eucharistic celebrations 
solemnize the paschal mystery. 

‘Lent focuses on our journey of 
conversion to a life with Christ’’ — a 
continual process of dying and rising 
with Jesus through the events of our 
lives,’’ said Sister Joanne Nicgorski, 
director of the diocesan Center for 
Liturgy and Prayer. Lent looks at 
the reality that ‘‘our lives are cross- 
centered,’’ as was Jesus’ earthly life. 
Being signed with the cross on Ash 
Wednesday symbolizes our living in 
and under the sign of the cross, the 
sign of our salvation,’ she explained. 

Thus, the crosses or. struggles 
inherent in Christian living give hope 
for a deeper relationship with God in 
this life and union with him in the 
next, she added. 

Lenten regulations can augment the 
process of ‘“‘dying, rising and being

reborn,’’ the director said. 

The church requires Catholics, ages 
14 and over, to abstain from eating 
meat on Ash Wednesday and Good 
Friday and on all Fridays of Lent. 

Catholics between the ages of 21 and 


59 must fast on Ash Wednesday and 
Good Friday, eating only one full 
meal. Two smaller meals may be 
taken, but eating solid foods between 


meals is not permitted.

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Bishop 
condemns 
euthanasia 


Charges society 
with laundering 
bill’s language

ALCALA PARK — Bishop Leo T. 
Maher has condemned euthanasia and 
has charged the Hemlock Society with the 
‘laundering of language to deceive peo- 
ple’’ into thinking they are supporting the 
alleviation of suffering instead of the 
legalization of euthanasia. 

Americans against Human Suffering, 
the political arm of the Hemlock Society, 
are gathering signatures for a proposed 
initiative for the November 1988 ballot in 
California called ‘‘The Humane and 
Dignified Death Act Initiative.’’ 

In a statement he released Feb. 5 to the 
clergy of the diocese, Bishop Maher said 
though the bill is being masqueraded “‘to 
allow terminally ill patients to direct their 
physicians regarding. medical 
procedures,’’ this measure provides only 
one thing not already provided by law — 
the legal protection of assisting people to 
commit suicide.”’ 


He calls on Christians to be on their 
“‘suard against misleading language’’ 
and to ‘‘speak out in favor of ... protec- 
ting, at the moment of death, both the 
dignity of the human person and the 
Christian concept of life against a

Cardinal calls Contra aid vote an Ortega victory

VATICAN CITY — Congressional 
defeat of President Reagan’s plan to aid 
Nicaraguan guerrillas was a victory for 
Nicaraguan President Daniel Ortega 
“over the most powerful nation on 
Earth,’’ said Cardinal Miguel Obando 
Bravo of Managua. 

Cardinal Obando Bravo, mediator 
between the Nicaraguan government and 
guerrillas, said the victory gives Ortega 
“the opportunity to walk toward 
democracy.” 

The cardinal was interviewed Feb. 8 on 
Vatican Radio. 

‘*Nicaragua can reach a solution only if 
the road to democracy is followed,’’ said 
the cardinal. 

But. a chief problem is that the 
government and the guerrillas disagree 
over the definition of democracy, he 


added. 


“Tt is very difficult to make these two 
systems converge,’ he said. 


Guerrillas mean ‘‘a Western-style 
democracy,’’ said Cardinal Obando 
Bravo. 


“J do not think this is the model 
favored by the Sandinistas,’’ he added. 
The cardinal did not say in the interview 
what type of democracy the Nicaraguan 
government favored. 

At a Rome press conference less than 
two weeks earlier he said the government 
favored a ‘‘socialist-style’’ democracy. 

In the Vatican Radio interview the 
cardinal favored a temporary cease-fire as 
the first step toward a negotiated solution. 

This should be followed by a truce and 
negotiations on divisive issues, he said. 

The cardinal said that ‘‘a lack of 
political will’? on both sides is the main 
danger to a negotiated solution. 

Meanwhile, the general secretary of the 
Latin American bishops’ conference, a 
Honduran, warned in New York that 
resolving the problems of Central 


America is not a simple matter of a 
congressional vote for or against contra 
aid. 

Auxiliary Bishop Oscar Andres 
Rodriguez Maradiaga of Tegucigalpa, 
the Honduran capital, said the Catholic 
Church favored ‘‘non-violent solutions,”’ 
but that stopping contra aid would not 
immediately bring peace. Money comes 
from many sources, he said. 

The bishop commented on the Central 
American situation at a press briefing 
Feb. 8, five days after the U.S. House of 
Representatives voted 219-211 against 
President Reagan’s request for contra 
aid. At the invitation of New York 
Cardinal John J. O’Connor, Bishop 
Rodriguez had come for the Honduran 
community’s Mass of Our Lady of 
Suyapa, held at St. Patrick’s Cathedral 
the day before. 

On Central America, Bishop 
Rodriguez said that ‘‘we’re all’’ in favor 
of the peace plan of Costa Rican 
President Oscar Arias. But its success, the 


bishop said, will depend on development 
of true democracy. ‘‘Without democracy, 
it will not be possible to have peace,’’ he 
said. : 

A true democracy, Bishop Rodriguez 
said, is not merely a matter of people 
voting, but of true respect for human 
dignity. It also has an economic 
dimension, he said, and a current 
example is the ‘‘time bomb’’ of Latin 
America’s foreign debt. 

He said the regional bishops’ 
conference, known as CELAM from its 
Spanish initials, was working on a 
program to bring representatives of the 
lending institutions and of the debtor 
governments together for talks, with 
bishops playing a mediating role to 
introduce the moral dimension. 

On Nicaragua, Bishop Rodriguez said 
nine years under the present regime had 
shown ‘‘no clear signs” of an openness to 
democracy. 

He said there were indications that

tossed together they always have a distinct flavor.”’ 


Through the new secretariat, black Catholics have avoice 
in the decision-making processes of the U.S. bishops’ 
conference, she said. ‘‘When guidelines and policies are 
decided for the whole church this office will have an input.”’ 


With the advent of diocesan offices for black Catholics, - 


more resources have become available for teaching about 
Afro-American culture and black perspectives in general 
and planning ethnic programs, Carroll added. 
A main goal for Garroll’s office is evangelization both of 
blacks who are Catholic and of those who are unchurched. 
Six million to 10 million black Americans have no church 
affiliation. The U.S. black population is about 26 million. 
Her office also will be a clearinghouse for issues that 


concern the larger black community, she said, stressing that © 


the church should be as vocal about South Age and Haiti 
asitisabout Central America. 

Another concern is the liturgy and that any arch 
documents onit reflect the Afro-American culture, she said. 

Her secretariat also will establish a network with the 
nation’s largest erpanizaons for blacks, both Catholic and 
non-Catholic.

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Lent — challenge to maturity 


Septuagesima, Sexagesima, Quinquagesima! If you 
recognize those words, you remember the pre-Lenten 
season before the reforms of Vatican II. 

We might groan silently when the green vestments gave 
way to the purple. The young teen-agers might grin over 
the word ‘‘sexagesima.’’ The teaching Sisters went into 
their finest ascetic mode, and Lent was soon upon us. 

The present liturgical season does not prepare us for 
Lent. We will go this year from the Sixth Sunday in 
Ordinary Time (B) to the rigors of Ash Wednesday, with 
hardly time to change mental gears. 

Now, they tell us, that the sacrificial character of Lent 
has been modified into a more joyful preparation of the 
Paschal Season. The preparation must be more voluntary 
in nature, more individual in application. 

This is all for the good, but it must not take away from 
an appreciation of the traditional values of sacrifice, 
fasting and abstinence. 

The only way we can learn to say ‘‘No’’ to sin in our 
lives, is to practice saying ‘‘No’’ to ourselves in things 
that we can have. ‘‘Offering up’’ material pleasures is the 
Surest way to practice this naysaying. 

Our motivation is to share in the saving and sacrificial 
work of Christ’s passion and death. We try to identify 
with him in his priceless sacrifice of love. 

Giving up rich food for Lent, eating more fish and non- 
meat meals, giving up candy and alcohol — these things 

are still rich in spiritual growth. Do I dare suggest giving 
up movies, videocassettes and restricting TV? 

Only when we have the negative program in place have 
we cleared the way for the positive growth that we seek, 
and need. The first removes the weeds from the field; the 
second helps up sow the seed of spiritual growth. 

The traditional phrase is ‘‘Death to sin; life in Christ.” 

This positive side offers a great deal of room for 
individual ingenuity. The oldest tradition starts with 
spiritual reading. This Lent might be a very good time to

study the Epistles of St: Paul, from the New Testament. 
In fact, a thorough study of even one or two of them 
would be profitable. 

The books by the saints and acknowledged spiritual 
masters, ancient and modern, are also of great help. 
Their writings are totally Christ-centered. Lives of the 
saints, the proven friends of God, can be a real 
inspiration. 

One of the marks of the spiritual strength of the church 
in our times is our devotion to Mass and Holy 
Communion. Has there been any century in the church 
since the times of the martyrs and the catacombs which 
has been as Eucharistic as ours? 

Daily Mass and frequent Holy Communion are typical 
Lenten practices for us. 

The traditional devotions are also of help to many 
people. Stations of the Cross and the rosary come to mind 
at once, but devotions are always meant to be very 
personal. 

Finally, the spirit of our times makes us look at the need 
for peace and justice. While Lent starts with our own 
personal growth, the social, or family dimensions of 
Christianity must also move us. 

The plight of the homeless and the poor, the needs of 
the oppressed and the hungry, the fear of war and nuclear 
destruction, must all claim our attention. The value of 
human life must be proclaimed. These cry out with a 
voice beyond politics and emotion. 

Lent is a very, very important grace for the Christian. 
It is meant to draw out all that is the best in us. We are 
challenged to become full and mature Christians.

It’s time we helped patients die 


The title of this article matches the title in a November 
1987 article in R.N., a professional journal for nurses. 

The author of the article insists that the most humane 
thing to do for hopelessly ill patients is to legalize euthanasia. 

This thrust toward legalized euthanasia is presently 
finding support in California through a proposed initiative 
measure entitled ‘“The Humane and Dignified Death 
PN ate 

This legislation is being proposed by Americans Against 
Human Suffering, the political arm of the Hemlock Society. 

If sufficient signatures are attained, AAHS hopesto place 
this initiative on the November 1988 ballot. 

The initiative calls for critical moral evaluation. 


First: The initiative and its supporters tend to sustain a 
certain posture about the meaning of life. 

I was recently on a panel debating the initiative. One of 
the panelists was a member of the Hemlock Society and a 
strong advocate of the legislation. 

His most telling remark came when he very casually said, 
“‘Life is a tragic disease.”’ 

Human suffering is certainly a painful reality, a 
phenomenon which we should try to always alleviate and 
soothe. 

We must not forget at the same time that all life is God’s 
gift to us. Life is a treasure and not a disease. 

Suffering is never an end in itself, nor should people be 
made to suffer beyond their human limits, 

When human suffering is lifted into the suffering of Jesus 
and his cross, however, it certainly sustains redemptive and 
healing value. 


Second: What does the proposed initiative permit? 

(1) It permits adults to give authorization, in cases of 
established terminal illness or condition, to ending their life 
by providing aid-in-dying through any medical procedure 
which terminates life ‘‘swiftly, painlessly, and humanely.’’ 

(2) It permits physicians and health professionals and 
facilities to be free from civil or criminal liability. 


(3) It permits this aid-in-dying to be described as non- 
suicide. 

Third: The initiative contains other provisions, but the 

three mentioned above highlight the major objectives. 

The “‘language’’ of the initiative clearly portrays an 

attitude of life-as-disease: for example, pain and suffering 
“cause loss of patient dignity;’’ aid-in-dying means 
““termination’’ of life; and ‘“The power to decide the time of 
your death (is) for you.”’ 

Fourth: Thisinitiative should not be supported for atleast 
these reasons: 

¢ This so-called ‘‘right to die’’ will quickly become the 
“‘duty to die’ and eventually the ‘ ‘right to kill.’’ Society will 
become immersed in an atmosphere where older, suffering 
people will surely feel internal and external pressure to die. 

¢ Physicians will be cast in the roll of ‘‘killers’’ rather 
than ‘shealers:*? = 

¢ It is subject to abuse: e.g. helpless, weak and dying 
patients could be coerced into ending their lives. 

¢ Elderly patients will inevitably feel guilty about living. 

e It creates a death-as-a-solution mentality and could 
well obscure the need to further research on how better to 
deal with suffering. 

° It undermines the need for critical research into 
chronic illness: if legalized suicide becomes a ready 
alternative, why press forward with the battle against life- 
threatening diseases? 

° It totally precludes God’s dominion over the meaning 
of life and death. 

“*The Humane and Dignified Death Act’? is poor public 
policy and unacceptable personal and communal morality.

“The practice of granting 
dispensations from the law of fast and 
abstinence is no longer necessary,’ 
Sister Nicgorski said, citing the 
Liturgikon, a pastoral ministry 
handbook. “‘It is left to the individual’s 
conscience to determine whether there 
is sufficient reason to excuse oneself 
from fast and abstinence on the days 
when they oblige. ... 


“The U.S. bishops have expressed 
confidence that ‘no Catholic Christian 
will lightly hold himself excused from 
this penitential practice.’ *’ she said. 

“Lent also calls attention to the 
Sacrament of Baptism “‘through which 
we enter into the paschal mystery,”’ 
the director added. 


The season continues the process 
during which catechumens are 
initiated into the sacramental life of the 
church — the Rite of Christian 
Initiation of Adults. 


During Masses for the first Sunday 
of Lent, catechumens are presented to 
the parish community in the Rite of 
Election. Their godparents affirm the 
candidates’ readiness to be admitted to 
the sacraments of initiation —_ 
Baptism, Confirmation and_ the 
Eucharist, Sister Nicgorski said. 

“The catechumens declare their 
desire to receive these sacraments 
during the Easter Vigil, and their — 
names are enrolled in the Book of the 
Elect 

Later during Lent, this book is 
brought to diocesan celebrations called 
the Presentation of the Elect when the 
catechumens are presented to Bishop 
Leo T. Maher and receive copies of the 
Creed, she added. 


_ The Presentation of the Elect is 
scheduled at Our Lady of Grace 
Church, El Cajon, Feb. 28, and at Our 
Mother of Confidence Church, 
University City, March 6. 


Lent focuses on conversion to Christ 


In his Lenten message Pope John. 
Paul II asked Catholics to ‘‘allow the 
Spirit of God to take hold of you, to 
break the chains of selfishness and sin’’ 
and donate to church projects which 
meet the needs of youth in poor 
nations. 


He said children in these countries 
have the highest death rate from 
‘‘acute dehydration, parasites, 
polluted water, hunger, lack of 
vaccination against epidemics, and 
even the lack of love.’’ He called their 
plight the ‘scandal of infant 
_mortality.’’ 


Toward this cause the pope urged 
Catholics to ‘‘give, not only the things 
you can spare, but the things you may 
perhaps need.’ 


The pontiff's message was sent to 
bishops’ conferences for worldwide 
distribution and released Feb. 8 by the 
U.S. National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops Feb. 8. 


During Lent “‘there is a need to 

identify with the suffering of Jesus by 
identifying with those who are 
suffering,’ Sister Nicgorski said. She 
recommended assisting “‘the most 
neglected people in the parish,’’ who 
might be the sick and shut-ins. 
- The director cited other practices 
that can help Catholics enter more 
fully into the paschal mystery: 
liturgical prayer — Mass, Liturgy of. 
the Hours and communal services of 
the Sacrament of Reconciliation; 
Scripture study through programs 
such as ‘‘Share the Word;’’ meditative 
spiritual reading; and acts of self- 
denial. 

“The daily frustrations at home, 
school and at work’’ can also be 
vehicles for entering into the spirit of 
Lent, she added. In carrying out the 
duties of a vocation or job, ‘‘we 
sometimes fail, but we rise and try 
again.”

Bishop Maher condemns euthanasia, death bill

technological attitude that threatens to 
become an abuse.”’ 

The bishop told priests and deacons the 
initiative ‘‘would allow terminal patients 
to direct their physicians to kill them by 
using ‘any medical procedure that will 
terminate life ... swiftly, painlessly and 
humanely.’ ”’ 

He said the proposed measure has 
“already gained media and community 
attention.’’ He asked the clergy to make 
his statement available to the faithful, 
either through including it in their parish 
bulletins or reading it and preaching on 
during Masses. 

The following is the text of Bishop 
Maher’s statement: 

“Laundering language to make what is 
evil and destructive appear honorable and 
attractive is a manipulative ploy that the 
People of God find themselves confronted 
with today. 

‘‘Presently a group calling themselves 
Americans against Human Suffering 
have qualified to gather signatures in an 
attempt to place ‘‘The Humane and 
Dignified Death Act Initiative’? on the 
November 1988 ballot. 

““Masquerading as a bill to allow ter- 
minally ill patients to direct their physi- 
cians regarding medical procedures, this 
measure provides only one thing not 
already provided by law — the legal pro- 
tection of assisting people to commit 
suicide. 

“‘The church has consistently and 
faithfully reaffirmed the lofty dignity of 
the human person as well as his or her 
right to life. Advances in modern science 
and its capacity to cure and to prolong life 
in particular circumstances have raised 
many new moral questions. 

““However, the Christian, in remain- 
ing true to the teaching of Christ who has 
given new meaning to life and death, 
must look carefully at that which at first 
glance may erroneously seem to be pro- 
tecting a person’s right to die peacefully 
with human and Christian dignity. 


“While the complexities of individual 
situations can cause doubts about the way 
ethical principles should be applied, cer- 
tain moral distinctions do guide us. 

“Church teaching (Vatican Declara- 
tion on Euthanasia, 1980) distinguishes 
between care and treatment. 

“Everyone has the duty to care for his 
or her own health or to seek such care 
from others. Those whose task it is to care 
for the sick must do so conscientiously 
and administer remedies that seem 
necessary and useful. 

““However, one is not obliged to use ex- 
traordinary means. By this it is 
understood that: 

‘It is permitted with the patient’s con- 
sent to use experimental medical techni- 
ques if there are no other sufficient 
remedies; 

‘It is permitted to make do with the 
normal means medicine can offer; 

‘It is permitted in conscience when 
death is imminent to make the decision to 
refuse forms of treatment that would only 
secure a precarious and burdensome pro- 
longation of life, so long as the normal 
care due to the sick person in similar cases 
is not interrupted. 

“What is not permitted is euthanasia, 
the action or omission which of itself or by 
intention causes death in order that all 
suffering may in this way be eliminated. 

“Tt is necessary to state firmly once 
more that nothing and no one can in any 
way permit the killing of an innocent 
human being, whether a fetus or an em- 
bryo, an infant or an adult, an old person, 
or one suffering from an_ incurable 
disease, or a person who is dying. 

‘‘Furthermore, no one is permitted to 
ask for this act of killing, either for himself 
or herself or for another person entrusted 
to his or her care; nor can he or:she con- 
sent to it, either explicitly or implicitly; 
nor can any authority legitimately recom- 
mend or permit such an action. 

‘Perhaps as never before Christians 
must be on guard against misleading 
language and speak out in favor of the im- 


Group vows to stop executions 


LOS ANGELES — A newly formed 
broad-based coalition group has vowed to 
fight against resuming application of the 
death penalty in California. 

Called Death Penalty Focus, the group 
is composed of prominent representatives 
from the California legal, religious, 
academic, civil liberties, labor and 
political communities. 

The group’s members include: Former 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown, a_ board 
member; Rev. Joe Doss, rector of St. 
Mark Episcopal Church in Palo Alto, the 

-group’s president; and Father William 
Wood, executive director of the CCC, a 
board member. 


Death Penalty Focus was founded by 
Amnesty International and the California 
Catholic Conference, public policy arm of 
the California bishops. (California 
bishops issued their formal position 
statement opposing use of capital 
punishment in September 1985. The 
statement was titled ‘‘A Call to 
Discipleship.’’) 

The formation of Death Penalty Focus 
was announced at a Jan. 29 press 
conference in West Los Angeles. 

The organization will create mass 
media and public education campaigns to 
inform the public about the death penalty 
and its alternatives. 


portance of protecting, at the moment of 
death, both the dignity of the human per- 
son and the Christian concept of life 
against a technological attitude that 
threatens to become an abuse. 


“‘The availability of euthanasia that is 
being promoted by groups such as the 
Hemlock Society and the initiative before 
the voters of California will lead many dy- 
ing people first to see euthanasia as an op- 
tion and then to see it as a societal expec- 
tation. 


“‘Life is a gift of God, and on the other 
hand death is unavoidable. It is 


necessary, therefore, that we, without in 
any way hastening the hour of death, 
should be able to accept it with full 
responsibility and dignity. It is true that 
death marks the end of our earthly ex- 
istence, but at the same time it opens the 
door to immortal life. 

“Tt is my sincere hope that this infor- 
mation can assist us in protecting the 
rights of the dying without sacrificing the 
love and care any sick person needs and 
deserves.”’

WASHINGTON — The general 
secretary of the U.S. Catholic Conference 
urged the House of Representatives to pass 
the Civil Rights Restoration Act and 
pledged USCC support for what he called 
the ‘‘vital legislation.’’ 

Msgr. Daniel F. Hoye said the 
legislation, passed by the Senate in 
January, ‘‘would enhance our national 
commitment to combat discrimination 
without requiring any institution to violate 
its deeply held convictionson humanilife.’’ 

In letters to Rep. Augustus F. Hawkins, 
D-Calif., chairman of the House 
Committee on Education and Labor, and 
Rep. Peter W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
Msgr. Hoye said, ‘‘We believe 
government has the fundamental duty to 
protect the life, dignity and rights of the 
human person and we will gladly work with 
you and your fellow committee membersto 
expedite consideration of this vital 
legislation.’’ 

The letters, dated Feb. 4 and made 
public Feb. 8, were sent to all committee 
members. 

The Senate approved the Civil Rights 
Restoration Act Jan. 28 by a vote of 75-14. 
The Senate measure included an 
“‘abortion-neutral’? amendment offered 


by Sen. John C. Danforth, R-Mo., which . 


would ensure that educational, medical 

. and similar institutions receiving federal 
funds not be required to provide abortion 
services or benefits. 

The USCC supported the Senate 
amendment, and Msgr. Hoye said the 
amendment strengthened the measure and 
improved its chances for passage. He said 
the ‘‘abortion-neutral’’ amendment is 
necessary to ensure that the beliefs of those 
opposed to abortion would be respected 
and that their institutions would not be 
coerced under the guise of civil rights into 
supporting what they believe to be morally 
wrong. : 

He told the House members, ‘‘We hope’ 
that the necessary modifications to the 

_ proposals pending in your committee are

will be quickly approved by the House of 
Representatives. ”’

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Preparation: An adequate use of time

Christian marriage is a way of living in 
this world that was devised by God to give 
all members of his family the experience 
of his love for us until we see him face to 
face. 

For married and unmarried members 
of the people of God, the Sacrament of 
Matrimony is as truly a vocation as is the 
priesthood. 

Whereas the faithful priest reflects for 
us the personal caring of God through the 
ministry of Jesus, the faithful spouses 
reflect for us (and each other) the personal 
love of God through the same Christ. 

It is this kind of loving from God that 
inspires and sustains our faith in God, 
this is, not only for the spouses in a 
marriage but also for the rest of us, 
unmarried as well as married, separated 
and divorced, single and/or commited to 
God in celibacy. 

Good marriages are a living sign, a 
sacrament of the encounter and 
experience of God’s love. 

Why, then, do we not see more 
examples of this needed dimension of our 
faith? Engaged couples naturally spend 
some important time in preparation for 

. what: a wedding that lasts only a day 
or marriage, a calling from God for an 
earthly lifetime. 

In spite of the terrifying facts that over 
half of all newly married couples divorce 
within two years of their wedding day, no 
one is convinced that these same divorced 
Christians intended this result. 

Could it be that our attitudes regarding 
the meaning of preparation for marriage 
need alteration? To whom can anyone 
contemplating marriage look for the 
example and role model of what it means 
to adequately or properly respond to 
vocation from God? We have the best of 
all possible role models — Jesus himself! 

Jesus spent the first 30 years of his life 
preparing for his ministry to his disciples 
of all generations, including ours. 
Perhaps this suggests that his 
understanding of ministry requires a 
certain, conscientious preparation. His 
earthly ministry lasted only three years. 

If there is any analogy between his idea 
of preparation for vocation and the 
common notion of wedding preparation, 
it is to be found in the best use of time. 

If 30 years were required for a ministry 
of all generations of disciples, how much 
and what kind of time is required for two 
people preparing for a lifetime of ministry 
to each other? 

By his inspiration and example, the 
members of his family of our generation, 
that is, the church of the Diocese of San 
Diego, suggest a minimum of three 
months of conscientious preparation as a 
criterion of the meaning of adequate. 

It is my personal recommendation 
(made also to the local church authorities) 
that this time be extended to a minimum 
of six months, in light of the reality of so 
many divorced Christians who did not 
intend the end of their marriages. 

When so many engaged couples set 
aside the last few weeks before their 
wedding date for marriage preparation, is 
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their consideration for marriage within 
the church focused on vocation or is not 
this precious time monopolized by plans 
for a wedding ceremony and reception? 

Psychologically, it is not possible to 
adequately access vocation under these 
conditions. The further marriage 
preparation is placed before a wedding 
date will insure a better reflection of the 
adequate use of time modeled by Jesus. 

The Diocese of San Diego has 
established a general plan for marriage 
preparation which can serve as a timely 
opportunity to respond to a call from God 
rather than as a proximate hurdle in order 
to get a ceremony. 

Couples contemplating marriage 
within the church need to visit their local 
clergyman (priest or deacon) as soon as 
they seriously begin to discuss the 
possibliity of marriage, that is, at the 
beginning of their engagement period. 

He will explain that the local programs 
of marriage parparation § are 
fundamentally social experiences within 
the company of other engaged and 
married couples wherein common needs 
and anxieties can be examined and 
alleviated. 

Dedicated and 


successful married 


couples who have adequately met the ~ 


challenges posed by the strengths and 
weaknesses of their own relationships 
share with small groups of engaged 
couples some expectations that must be 
anticipated to better insure a couple’s 
happiness together. 

Rather than merely providing a private 
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time for themselves alone, engaged 
couples participating in these programs 
contribute and receive insights by the 
mutual sharing of common experience 
and. needs. 

For these reasons the Department of 
Family Life suggests - that. marriage 
preparation programs need to be 
experienced by a couple together rather 
than individually, even if a great sacrifice 
is required to do so. It is in part, 
therefore, a trying of a couple’s 
willingness to make sacrifices for their 
love after marriage. : 

For the first two marriage preparation 
programs listed below, this approach 
offers the benefit of consciously and 
mutually deciding the important issues 
and needs for a Christian life together. 

Review of the issue of vocation is 


important for two reasons: many people 
are exposed to and confirmed in our faith 
at an age when marriage is such a distant 
dream that its full, personal significance 
for a happy and healthy marriage is lost; 
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and most engaged people who understand 
their own personal devotion in faith do 
not adequately share that devotion but 
assume that their fiance(e) understands it 
in the same way. : 

We, ministers to engaged couples, offer 
this list of programs for marriage 
preparation: 


The Evenings for the Engaged with 
the Pre-Cana Conference is a program 
designed both to review vocation to 
marriage and to provide the atmosphere? 
of shared experiences. 

The Pre-Cana Conference which is the 
prelude to the combined program offers 
engaged couples the opportunity to 
examine, compare and discuss each 
other’s beliefs (or lack thereof) as adults. 
The half-day conference is held on 
weekends and is a necessary prelude to 
the Evenings for the Engaged. 

' This Evenings for the Engaged is 
designed as the discussion part of the 
combined program. The evenings are 
held in the homes of married couples one 
night each week for six consecutive weeks. 

They provide the opportunity and 
environment for small groups of engaged 
couples to discuss the commitment they 
are about to make. They also provide the 
time between meetings for engaged 
couples to reflect on their decision to love 
each other in practical and challenging 
ways. 


The Engaged Encounter Weekend is 
a similar experience designed for engaged 
couples who choose to prepare themselves 
for marriage within a structured sharing, 
writing and dialogue weekend retreat. 
Beginning on a Friday evening and 
concluding on Sunday afternoon, 
engaged couples experience the 
opportunity to examine their prospective 
lives together through honest and 


intensive communications. 


The Pre-Cana Conference Alone 
program is especially designed for 
engaged people whose fiance(e) is unable 
to attend the same marriage preparation 
program due to military service, a home 
out-of-state, etc. 

The experience provides the 
Opportunity both for a renewed 
understanding of vocation (or exposure to 


understand their future spouse’s faith for

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Married couples serve 
as ministers to engaged

In the cloudy shadows of the past, 
actually it was 16 years ago, when friends 
of ours tried to introduce us to the 
Evenings for the Engaged program, our 
first reaction was to say that maybe we 
could serve the coffee if there was a social. 
We were busy with other things and the 
thought of sharing our marriage with 
engaged couples had us convinced that we 
would excel at pouring coffee. 

Thank God our friends were not only 
good friends but persistent as well. They 
convinced us that we should keep an open 
mind and at least go and listen to a talk 
that would explain what the program is all 
about.

Everyone involved in the Evenings for 
the Engaged freely admits that their 
participation has had a very positive effect 
on their own relationships in their 
marriage. 


There will always be a need for married 
couples to join in this work of love. We do 
not expect to run out of engaged couples, 
and the rewards will do nothing but 
strengthen their union. 


If we, as a couple, sit and review our 
lives together and recognize the joy and 
comfort that God has brought to us and 
then realize that this gift can be shared 
with couples about to be married, the gift 
is enhanced and enriched because we did 
not keep it to ourselves. 


Another benefit for the married couples 
is that they get to spend these evenings 
with young. lovers who are very happy 
and they get to hear the very latest on the 
really important topics: wedding gowns, 
the various colors of tuxedos, reception 
costs, et al.

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Evenings for Engaged 
enhance relationships

It’s a Wednesday night about 6:45, the 
coffee is brewing and the living room is 
set to welcome 10 strangers to our home. 
We are a ministry couple preparing for 
the first night in our Evenings for the 
Engaged series. All we know about the 
five couples are their names and ages. 

The age old fear of meeting someone 
new is amplified when we realize the next 
six weeks we will be discussing subjects 
some couples never thought to talk about. 

It’s now about 7 or 7:05 p.m. and the 
couples begin to arrive, some wearing a 
look that says, “‘We are here because we 
are required to be here.”’ 

The air in the room is tense and the 
process begins to help break the ice. We 
all share how we first met and everyone is 
surprised how unique each story is. 

We then introduce the topic for the 
evening. We briefly share our personal 
experiences with the couples followed by a 
group discussion of the subject. 

The couples are then given workbooks 
to write in and discuss privately. Some of 
the topics we talk about are marriage in 
today’s society, communication and 
topics that are difficult to discuss. 

As each week goes by everyone, 
including ourselves, begins to relax and 
be more comfortable. Discussion becomes 
more open and spontaneous as we all get 
to know each other better. 

One of our goals in the evenings is to 
help engaged couples realize successful 
marriages don’t just happen by accident. 

The Evenings for the Engaged 
program is one way of spending time to 
work on our relationships and enhance 
our communication skills. 


The more open and honest we are with 
each other the better our communication 
skills become. When we share our deepest 
feelings with each other the closer we 
grow. 

As a ministry couple we are not there to 
preach to or to teach the engaged couples, 
but to share our own ups and downs and 
how we worked through them together. 
By sharing our personal experiences with 
the couples we hope to portray a more 
realistic view of married life. 

Married life has a lot of ups and downs 
but with love, a sense of humor, and most 
important, good communication skills we 
can work through anything and continue 
to grow as a couple. 

Facing problems and conflicts in 
married life as a couple with a team-like 
attitude makes resolving the problems less 
difficult and the results more rewarding 
because we did it together. 

In preparing to share our personal 
experiences with the couples we are 
required to sit down and take stock of our 
own relationship, reevaluating our 
feelings and goals. Listening to the 
engaged couples throughout the six weeks 
gives us fresh perspective on old subjects. 

It’s now about 9 p.m. on the final 
evening of the series and the last of our 
couples has left. As we look back over the — 
past six weeks we see how everyone’s 
participation enhanced the enjoyment of 
the evenings and contributed to the 
growth of each couple in the group. The 
couples are no longer strangers but new 
friends who shared their special and 
unique qualities with us.

A Journey Together 
aids communication

Carol: Twenty years ago when Tom 
and I were married, it was such a special 
day for me — the beginning of a whole 
new life together. I remember being filled 
with so much joy at the thought of being 
able to be with Tom for the rest of my life. 
We had so many hopes and dreams for 
our future together. 

But there was something else I had at 
that time that I wasn’t even fully aware 
of. That something was my expectations 
of what married life would be like. 

I didn’t realize that I was bringing 
these ideas with me into our marriage 
and, even more importantly, that Tom 
was bringing in his own set of 
expectations — ones that quite often 
didn’t match mine. 

Tom: Carol and I were married shortly 
after she finished college and I was 
discharged from the Navy. I felt we had 
so much in common and our life together 
was certainly going to be wonderful. 

I found that as the weeks turned into 
months and the months into years that 
some of our dreams and ideas were not 
exactly the same. There were areas where 
we both wanted to have our own way but 
we also wanted very much to avoid major 
conflicts and to stay happy together. I 
respected Carol and I didn’t want her to 
resent compromizing items important to 
her. 

Carol: When conflicts began to arise 
between Tom and I over such things as 
how we would spend our free time, who 
had responsibility for certain chores, and 
what kind of involvement we would have 
in our church, it was quite a surprise to 
me. 

I didn’t think that our relationship as a 
married couple would be any different 
than it had been when we were dating and 
engaged. I didn’t expect to have times 
when we doubted our commitment and 
didn’t feel loving toward each other. 

Tom: Working out items of conflict is 
not easy for Carol and I. During the 
earlier years of our marriage it was 
especially difficult because we didn’t 
understand the complexity of our 
relationship. 

We were unaware of each others true 
needs and desires. Our situation didn’t 
seem to be helped by the Hollywood 
solutions we saw on TV and in the 
movies. 
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Carol: I don’t remember anyone telling 
Tom and I in our early years together that 
the problems and conflicts we were 
experiencing were a normal part of the 


blending of two unique individuals. 
As much as we thought we had in 
common, we were still very different in 
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many ways. As a matter of fact, it was 
some of those very differences that had 
attracted us to each other in the first 
place.

type of problems we had experienced. 


This program, called A Journey 
Together, focuses on helping couples 
learn to communicate and solve problems 
between them in a loving and positive 
way. 

Couples have the opportunity to share 
their expectations for marriage with each 
other, as well as learn more about their 
wants, needs, and values. Various 
methods to improve communication and 
problem solving skills are also discussed, 
as well as the importance of forgiveness 
and healing hurts. 

Another important aspect of the 
program is the chance to meet and get to 
know other couples who also have an 
interest in strengthening their marriage. 

A Journey Together group usually 
consists of six couples who meet together 
six times, once in each couple’s home. A 
different topic is discussed each evening, 
with time for talking privately with your 
spouse, as well as group discussion time. 

As married couples, we can learn much 
from .each other. One of the most 
important things is that conflict in a 
marriage relationship is normal. It is not 
so much the problems between us that 
matter as how we choose to solve those 
problems. 

The other couples in our group were 
wonderful support for our relationship. 
They were also there to challenge us in 
those areas where we still need to grow. 

We found that as we shared our 
thoughts and feelings with each other, we 
grew even closer, and appreciated even 
more the precious gift that God has given 
us in each other.. 

Couples don’t start a marriage 
automatically knowing the best way to 
communicate thoughts and feelings, or 
how to forgive and be forgiven, but these 
skills can be learned. 

We know that our love for each other 
and our sacrament are certainly worth the 
effort. There also is no doubt in our 
minds that we would have benefited 
greatly in our early years of marriage 
from a program like A Journey Together.

Planificacién natural efecta el matrimonio

Es una buena noticia saber que existen métodos 
naturales para la planificacidn familiar. Los métodos 
naturales modernos de regular la concepcidn son los 
mejores métodos, sumamente efectivos, moralmente 
aceptables, libres de riesgos médicos y de efectos 
secundarios, y ttiles para el desarrollo de una mejor 
relaci6n matrimonial. 

Primero tenemos que aprender sobre la fertilidad del 
individuo. : 

El hombre es fértil desde que comienza la puberta hasta 
el ultimo dia de su vida. 

La mujer normalmente se vuelve fértil y luego infertil. 
A medida que esto ocurre, su cuerpo da ciertas sefiales 0 
sintomas que indican su fertilidad o infertilidad. 

Las sefiales o s{ntomas primarios son los cambios de la 
cerviz, del mucus cervical y la temperatura basal del 
cuerpo. 

Las parejas pueden aprender a observar, registrar e 
interpretar estas sefales con un muy alto grado de 
precisi6n. Pueden entonces usar este conocimiento para, 
o bien planear, o bien posponer el tener un bebé, segtin 
sea el caso. 

El método Sinto-Térmico es el sistema que usa todas las 
sefales prdcticas y utiles de la fertilidad. Cada sefial tiene 
ciertas limitaciones en si misma, pero juntas se refuerzan 
las unas a las otras. 

El Método Sinto-Térmico, por lo tanto, no es lo mismo 
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que los métodos de sintomas tinicos, tales como el método 
de mucus-solo y el método de temperatura-solo. 

El MST no es el Ritmo-Calendario que fue 
desarrollado en el afio 1930 y se basaba en la duracién de 
los ciclos anteriores de la mujer y en algunos promedios. 
El método no podfa tomar en cuenta ciertos tipos de 
irregularidad. 

El] Método Sinto-Térmico se basa principalmente en 
sefiales actuales de la fertilidad. 

Estudios diversos han demostrado que parejas bien 
instrufdas pueden lograr tasas de efectividad a nivel de 
noventa y nueve por efectivo que los otros anticonceptivos 
o dispositivos abortifacientes. 

Raras veces comienza una pareja a practicar la 
Planificacién Natural de la Familia con un deseo de 
mejorar su relacién marital. Sin embargo, si la van a 
practicar armoniosamente, pronto descubren que tienen 
que comunicarse mas plenamente el uno con el otro, y 
practicar continencia creativamente. 

Por lo tanto, no se ignoran mutuamente en esos 
periodos de tiempo en los cuales deciden evitar las 
relaciones sexuales sino mds bien desarrollan formas 
alternas y no-genitales de expresar su amor y afecto. 

También, frecuentemente, gozan de una nueva paz de 
conciencia. 

Como resultado, tipicamente las parejas reportan 
haber ganado en su relacién matrimonial — por lo 
menos, no haber perdido nada — atin cuando no tenfan 
tales esperanzas cuando decidieron usar solamente los 
métodos naturales de planificacién de la familia.

marriage preparation programs in 
different parts of the country can still 
benefit from a renewed understanding of 
vocation as an adult and by mutually 
communicating important needs and 
expectations of their prospective lives 
together. 


Following this part of marriage 
preparation, engaged couples return to 
visit their local clergyman to discuss their 
reactions. 

It is at this time that the full benefit of 
the completed program is felt: the 
engaged couple and the local clergyman 
together examine their reasons for 
marriage within the church and they 
discuss the meaning of the full and 


unconditional commitment that a couple 
makes to each other in the common and 
mutual experience of God’s love. 

The above-mentioned variety of ways 
to prepare for a vocation, like that of 
Jesus’ but within the Sacarament of 
Matrimony, is a wedding gift that those 
ministers of marriage preparation offer 
engaged couples. 

Much like the sacrifices of love made by 
their families of origin when engaged 
people were very young, the experience of 
marriage preparation is one of the special 
ways that God, our Father, provides for 
his family in order to guarantee a kind of 
happiness this world cannot provide.

Not long ago a very close friend of mine 
who lives in the Midwest was telling me of 
the circumstances that led to her divorce. 
It is worthwhile to relate some of the 
details because the central elements of the 
failed relationship — poor 
communications and lack of true 
commitment — are unfortunately present 
in couples prior to marriage and during 
their married lives. All too often 
relationships suffer and break apart 
because the foundation is not solid to 
begin with. 

Sarah and Michael began dating in 
their sophomore year in college. At first, 
their relationship seemed too good to be 
true. They both liked going to movies and 
going to frat parties; both were serious 
students; both were Catholic. 

Both were even avid Oakland Raider 
fans, an oddity since both were from 
Illinois. It was the first serious 
relationship for both Sarah and Michael, 
and they went steady until their senior 
year when they became engaged. 

Their decision to get married was not 
really a decision at all. From very early in 
the relationship, they assumed they would 
get married. Their parents and friends 
assumed they would get married. It was a 
foregone conclusion. After all they never 
argued, never got angry at one another, 
never seemed to have any conflicts. 

Everything leading up to the wedding 
came off without major problems. Sarah 
was excited about the big day and spent a 
great deal of time arranging and 
planning. Extreme attention was paid to 
every detail — her dress, the wedding 
cake, the band, the sit-down dinner, the 
liturgy, the hotel reservations. 

Sarah remembered having some 
recollection that Michael seemed more 
detached than usual in the days before the 
wedding but discounted her concerns and 
became absorbed in the planning. 

The wedding day itself was gorgeous 
and the ceremony was beautiful. Things 
went according to schedule. Sarah recalls 
that she felt uneasy most of the day; 
however, at the time she thought it was 
her nerves. In retrospect, on some level 
she sensed that Michael was not sincere in 
his commitment to her. It was like he was 
going through the motions with no feeling 
behind the words. 

On their wedding night, as soon as they 
were away from the crowd, Michael was 
honest with Sarah for the first time in a 
long time as he told her that the wedding 
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was a mistake. One year later they were 
divorced. 

It has been 11 years since the wedding 
and Sarah is still trying to deal with the 
pain and disillusionment. How could 
such an important event in her life turn 
out so disastrously? 

The answer that she articulates now is 
that she and Michael never talked about 
anything of real substance — about their 
feeling toward one another, about their 
commitment to one another and to their 
marriage, about children, their financial 
goals, about their Catholic faith and 
values, about their relatives, about their 
expectations of one another. 

Very little time was spent dealing with 
these critical issues. The consequences of 
these omissions by Sarah and Michael 
were devastating. 

It is imperative that couples who are 
comtemplating marriage give themselves 
the opportunity to communicate with one 
another about the important issues 
mentioned above. It is only through 
thorough considerations of these aspects 
of marriage that a truly sound decision 
about marriage can be made. 

Catholic Community Services offers a 
special counseling service for engaged 
couples who plan to be married in the 
church. 

This counseling service would be 
appropriate for those couples who are 
concerned about their readiness for 
marriage. It is an opportunity for couples 
to review and discuss vital aspects of 
marriage including the meaning and 
strength of their commitment, to one 
another, expectations of parenting and 
spoulsal roles, the role of religion and 
spirituality in the relaitonship, money 
and the household management, 
sexuality, communication skills and 
conflict resolution. 

Our professional counseling staff assists 
the couple in exploring these issues and 
can oftentimes enable the couple to 
recognize the strengths and weaknesses in 
their relationship. In this way the couple 
can discover ways in which to build and 
grow in a way that will engender a solid 
foundation for their future lives together.

We will never get away from prejudice until 
we look into our own hearts and acknowledge 
that all people are part of God’s world.”’ 


The local church has met some of our needs 
through the Black Catholic Commission. The 
annual revival sponsored by this group puts 
the black experience into Catholic worship, 
making it more relevant to our needs. 
However, there should be more 
coordination between ‘this commission and 
renewal movements within the church, which 


the church has met their needs and what remains to be done. 


Because black Catholics are culturally 
different from other Catholics, our cultural 
needs are seldom met. 


The U.S. church has a history of meeting 


the needs of those culturally different from 


‘mainstream America. Examples are the 


- Polish, Italians and Irish, just to name a few. 


The church was able to minister effectively to 
these groups because it experienced, 
understood and became a part of these 
cultures. 


On the other hand, the church has been 
very slow in responding to our cultural and, 
therefore, our spiritual needs. 


In San Diego black leaders are parishioners 
and lay ministers, not directed by the church, 
but responding to the call to ministry. Black 
people need to feel the church cares. We need 
to feel the clergy really wants to experience, 
understand and become a part of.us and not 
just preach the Gospel, but live it. 


Some parishes have made an effort to 
provide expressive forms of worship 
meaningful to some black Catholics. Some 
members of the clergy are aware of our 
problems and are listening to our needs.

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Senate 
confirms 
Kennedy

WASHINGTON — The Senate in a 
unanimous 97-0 vote Feb. 3 confirmed 
federal appeals court Judge Anthony M. 

Kennedy as a justice of the U.S. Supreme 


. Court. 


The 51-year-old Kennedy, who is from 
Sacramento will become the 104th justice 
to sit on the nation’s highest court when 
he is sworn in Feb. 18. 

He will be the third Catholic on the 
current court. The others are Justices 
William Brennan and Antonin Scalia. 

The unanimous vote was an 
anticlimatic end to a confirmation process 
that stirred little controversy, unlike two 
earlier nominations for the vacant 
Supreme Court seat. 

During an hour of statements from the 
Senate floor before the vote was taken, 
liberal and conservative lawmakers alike 
praised the nominee’s qualifications, his 
integrity and his judicial philosophy. 

Sen. Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., said 
the nominee ‘‘demonstrated integrity, 
intelligence, courage and craftsmanship 
and a judicial philosophy that places him 

“within the mainstream of constitutional 
interpretation.” 

The senator was one of the leading 
opponents to President Reagan’s first 
high court nominee, Judge Robert Bork, 
who was considered an extremist by his 
foes for his view that the Constitution did 
not guarantee a right to privacy. 

Sen. Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., said 
the nominee was ‘‘well-qualified’’ from 
“‘every standpoint.”’ 

Another Democrat, Sen. Barbara 
Mikulski of Maryland, said she was 
disturbed by some of Kennedy’s narrow 
rulings in civil rights cases, involving 
women and minorities, and his past 
memberships in restricted clubs. But she 
said she would vote for him because of his 
assurances that he was opposed to all 
forms of discrimination. 


Hispanic 
employment rate 
linked to education 


NEW YORK — Statistics on Hispanic 
employment, particularly among Cubans, 
point to the importance of education for 
Hispanic achievement, participants in a 

. New York briefing sponsored by Catholic 
Relief Services were told. 

Although Hispanics remain 
economically below the Anglo population, 
their situation is better in some respects 
than that of U.S.-born blacks, briefing

The Feb. 5 briefing, ‘‘The U.S. 
Hispanic Community: A Demographic 
Perspective,’’ was organized by the 
Population Resource Center, an 
independent research agency, in 
collaboration with the Population 
Association of America. 

The event was the outgrowth of arequest 
by Lawrence Pezzullo, director ofCRSand 
a former U.S. ambassador in Latin 
America, that CRS develop better ties with 
the Hispaniccommunity. 


Jesuit Father Francis P. Gillespie, 
president of the Center for Applied 
Research in the Apostolate, presented data 
on ‘‘Hispanics in the U.S. Labor Force.”’ 
The employment situation, he said, points 

up the need for greater emphasis on 


~ education. ‘‘Get them in school, and keep 


them there,’’ he said. 

In some Hispanic communities, he said, 
families may not necessarily support the 
aspirations of young people for higher 
education, and may even tend to disparage 

‘its value.

Church voices concerns for homeless 


WASHINGTON — At the Vatican 
and in Washington, Catholic Church 
officials in early February urged 
Christians and society to attack the crisis 
ofhomelessness. . 

The Vatican Feb. 2 issued a new 
document that termed adequate shelter 
a ‘‘universal right’’ and called for ‘‘bold 


social policy’’ to help the world’s — 


homeless. 

A day later in Washington, Auxiliary 
Bishop Joseph M. Sullivan of Brooklyn, 
N.Y., urged Democratic and 
Republican presidential candidates to 
make the ‘‘national shame’’ of hunger 
and homelessness ‘‘a central concern’”’ 
ofthe 1988 campaign. 

Bishop Sullivan, chairman of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference Committee 
on Domestic Policy, addressed a news 
conference sponsored by the Campaign 
to End Hunger and Homelessness, a 
coalition whose members include the 
USCC, National Organization for 


Women, U.S. Conference of Mayors, 
National Council of Churches and the 
Rural Coalition. 

The Vatican document, titled ‘‘What 
Have You Done to Your Homeless 
Brother? The Church and the Housing 
Problem,’’ called for commitment from 
‘all active forces of society”’ to fight the 
problem oflack ofshelter. 

‘*Any person or family that, without 
any direct fault on his or her part, does 
not have suitable housing is the victim of 
an injustice,’’ itconcluded. 

In Washington, Bishop Sullivan told 
the news conference that ‘‘this is not a 
partisan issue, an ideological concern, 
or a regional phenomenon.’’ 
Furthermore, he said, ‘‘we do not write 
off any candidate. We will not endorse 
any individual. We want every 
candidate to make this issue a central 
concern of the campaign and to respond 
in specific terms how he would attack 
hunger andhomelessness.”’ 


The bishop also challenged each 
candidate to visit a soup kitchen, food 
pantry or shelter by March 3 and by the 
same date to ‘‘spell out what priority he 
gives to these issues and what actions he 
would take as president to reduce and 
eventually eliminate homelessness and 
hunger.”’ 

The Vatican document blamed the 
lack of decent housing on a ‘‘structural 
crisis’’ related to the most pressing social 
problems facing society, including 
‘unemployment, low salaries, the rural 
exodus’’ and overly rapid 
industrialization. 

Produced by the Pontifical Justice 
and Peace Commission, the 8,000-word 
document was dated for 1987 to coincide 
with the U.N. declaration of 1987 as the 
International Year of Shelter for the 
Homeless. Bs 

The text suggests that the trauma 
homelessness wreaks on families is 
universal. 


Council of churches backs USCC |

WASHINGTON — The legal attack 
on the Catholic Church by Abortion 
Rights Mobilization holds ‘‘profound 
implications for religious freedom”’ for all 
churches and ‘‘threatens core values’’ of 
the First Amendment, the National 
Council of Churches told the Supreme 
Court. 

‘*From beginning to end, this case is a 
First Amendment nightmare,’’ the 
church council said in a friend-of-the- 
court brief. : 

In the brief, the council and nine other 
Christian or Jewish groups, including the 
Catholic League for Religious and Civil 
Rights, urged the high court to overturn 
lower court rulings that allowed Abortion 
Rights Mobilization to continue its 
litigation. 
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The U.S. government, through a 
separate brief filed with the Supreme 
Court, expressed a similar view. 


Arguments on the case are expected at 
the Supreme Court this spring. Usually, 
the court delivers a decision on a case the 
same term in which arguments are held. 
The current term ends in mid-summer. 


Through its 7-year-old court case, 
Abortion Rights Mobilization has 
attempted to force the Internal Revenue 
Service to revoke the tax exemption of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
and U.S. Catholic Conference, and 
through them, of Catholic parishes and 
institutions nationwide. 


The abortion rights group alleges that 
the church engaged in anti-abortion 
politicking that violated IRS regulations 
forbidding involvement in_ election 


campaigns by tax-exempt, 
organizations. 

As part of the suit, Abortion Rights 
Mobilization has initiated legal 
“‘discovery’’ processes, or subpoenas, 


directed at the NCCB and USCC. 


A federal judge in New York fined the 
twin conferences for not complying with 
the subpoenas, but levying of the fines has 
been postponed pending resolution of 
appeals. 


The National Council of Churches 
brief noted that the various religious 
groups filing the brief do not agree on the 
abortion issue. ‘‘Nonetheless,’’ a footnote 
in the brief emphasized, ‘‘all ... are of one 
mind that in the American constitutional 
order a religious body must be free to 
address matters of public policy without 
being subjected on that account to 
harassing litigation by outsiders.’’

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Priest named spiritual 
director of Filipinos

ALCALA PARK — Father Dionisio 
Macalintal, associate pastor of Church of 
the Most Precious Blood in Chula Vista, 
has been appointed spiritual director of 
the Filipino Commission of the Diocesan 
Pastoral Council, Bishop Leo T. Maher 
announced last week. 

Father Macalintal will also serve as 
spiritual director for all other Filipino 
groups in the diocese, the bishop said. 

Father Macalintal has served as 
spiritual director of the Filipino Cursillo 
since 1981, a post he will continue to 
hold. 

“It’s an enormous task,’’ Father 
Macalintal told the Southern Cross. The 
diocese has many Filipino groups, but not 
all of them are religious; some are social, 
he explained. 

He said he has contacted group leaders 
in hopes of discerning their needs. 

He hopes to unify the various groups, a 
job that will be difficult because each 
comes from a different Philippine 
province, he said. 

~ “People bring regionalism with them”’ 
from the Philippines, he said, adding that 
each group speaks its own dialect and has 
different customs. However, unlike the 
Philippines, Filipinos living here also 


+ have a common language — English, he 


added. 

Father Macalintal said he feels a 
particular sense of urgency about his task 
because he hopes to achieve some 
measure of success by the time Cardinal 
Jaime Sin of Manila visits San Diego on 
June 18. 

“T hope we can put aside our 
differences and become one family’’ for 
the cardinal’s visit, Father Macalintal 
said.

He hopes to enlist-the assistance of 
Filipino priests in the diocese and pastors 
of parishes with large numbers of Filipino 
parishioners, he said, adding that San 
Diego’s Filipino population is estimated 
at 100,000, with 85 percent of these being 
Catholics. 

Knowing that he is doing God’s work 
will give him the strength he needs to 
complete this ‘‘overwhelming task,”’ 
Father Macalintal said. “I’m making 
myself available for the working of 
Christ.”’ 

His acquaintance with some Filipino 
groups who also seek to unify all Filipinos 
gives him confidence, he said.

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nature of the search for peace. ‘‘It is not 
as simple as it looks,”’ he said. 


Bishop Rodriguez _ reiterated 
expressions of concern he made on an 
earlier visit about the intrusion of non- 
Catholic U.S. religious groups bringing 
Latin Americans a message of “‘easy 
salvation’’ that avoided engagement with 
social responsibilities. 


He cited television evangelist Jimmy 
Swaggart, the evangelical aid agency 
World Vision and Mormons among 
groups that seemed to operate with vast 
financial resources. And in many 
instances, he said, they seemed to operate 
with much more freedom from 
government controls and bureaucratic 
procedures than the Catholic Church. 


Bishop Rodriguez said that as part of 
the Marian year declared by Pope John 
Paul II, the Honduran community was 
promoting devotion to Our Lady. 

He reported that CELAM is assisting

Rainwater invades Marian 
High School classrooms

IMPERIAL BEACH — The 450 
students at Marian High School received 
an unexpected holiday Feb. 3 after rain 
flooded nine classrooms and_ several 
offices at the Imperial Beach school Feb. 
2. 

Nearly four inches of rain fell in four 
hours on the Imperial Beach area, 
flooding many homes and streets. 

“It was a mess,’’ said Dan Ramos, 
Marian principal. 

Although rain had fallen all day, the 
heaviest rain came between 1:30 and 2:30 
p-m., the hour before dismissal, Ramos 
said. 

Water accumulated on 18th Street and 
then spilled over onto the campus, 
creating waterfalls and streams 
throughout the grounds, he added. 

The school’s storm drains could not 
keep pace with the flow, and water began

pouring into classrooms, rising ankle- 
deep in some rooms, Ramos said. 

He added that students and faculty 
quickly responded to the crisis and begin 
moving equipment and materials to 
higher levels. 

Ramos noted that although many 
Imperial Beach streets were flooded, 
parents were able to pick up their 
children. One Marian teacher remained 
at the school until 8 p.m. that Tuesday, 
however, because she could not maneuver 
her car through the inundated streets. 

The school’s maintenance staff worked 
until midnight that night, cleaning up 
much of the mess, Ramos said. Teachers 
came in the next morning to finish the 
clean-up project. 

Ramos said he could not set a dollar 


‘figure on the damage to the school, noting 


that several classroom roofs showed signs 
of leaking. 

Last week’s flood was not a first for the 
high school, Ramos said.
